From Gas FumeS 


Vulcan-Barons Group Submits Brief 


Nils Lulro, 18, who was found 
unconscious in his small house at 
Champion Tuesday morning of 
last week, the victim of gas fumes, 
died in Carmangay hospital Satur¬ 
day morning. 

Despite repeated blood tvansfu- 
sions, he had failed to rally frflm 
the poisonous effects of the funpes. 

He had been an employee of the 
town of Vulcan for the past six 
months and had moved to Cham¬ 
pion only a few days prior to his 
accident. He was a native of Nor¬ 
way and had only been in Canada 
since May o£ this year, coming 
from Nonvay with his uncle and 
aunt. Me. and Mrs. Andrew Sok- 
vitne of Vulcan, Who had been 
visiting there. He is survived by 
his mother, one sister and one 
brother, all in Norway. 

Funeral services will be held at 
the Vulcan United Church on 
Thursday. Nov. 24 at two o'clock, 
with Rev. J. S. Clarke officiating. 
The body will be • cremated in 
Calgary and the ashes shipped to 
Norway for burial.-
